, ripped open and filled with 
rocks to weight it down, the 
body of J. W. Bradshaw, 
bridegroom of a month; was 
found in the Guadalupe riv- 
er near Waring, 40 miles 
from San -Antonio, today. One eye 
had been shot out. 


The body was brought to the 


•surface with grappling hooks used 
by a searching party headed by 
Sheriffs Alfonso Newton of Bexar 
county and 
Ed 
Bierschwale of 


Kendall county. 


Homer 
Edwards 
and 
Ernest 


Young, escaped patients from 
the 
state hospital, were held in 
the 


Kendall county 
jail 
at Boerne 


•where they were taken following 
the"Tv arrest here. 
Although they 
were charged with the crime, their 
insanity status will preclude prose- 
cution for murder. Both were ad- 
judged insane after having been 
convicted of robbery and theft. 
Bradshaw's body, nude and hor- 


ribly mutilated, was found in shal- 
low water on the Insall farm about 
two miles from Waring. 


Sheriff 
Bierschwale 
and 
his 
deputy, Otto 
Garger, who 
were 


leading the searching party, first 
found Bradshaw's clothing, rolled 
up in a small clump 
of bushes. 


Several yards distant, Kargercame 
upon a blood-smeared pieces of tin. 


Peering into the clear waters of 
the stream, he and Bierschwale 
saw the body. Bradshaw had been 
shot over the left eye. The ab- 
domen had been slit, apparently 
with a piece of tin, and had been 
stuffed with large rocks to keep 
it from floating. 


Men Deny Crime. 


Edwards and Young stared un- 


emotionally as the body was drag- 
ged from the water and denied 
they had committed the crime. 


Finding

Mrs. Bradshaw that she and her 
husband had been taken to the 
Insall 
farm 
about midnight by 


the two men. They had forced 
her to wait in the car while they 
took

wife, said her husband and the 
two men had had some trouble 
last night.

April 12, 1930, the Jewish people 
will celebrate its Festival of Free- 
dom, called in Hebrew "Pesach"— 


assover. According to the Bible, 


days are set aside for the 


of this holiday during 


which, no leavened Vead may be 
eaten. 
Though one of the oldest 


of Jewish festivals, it has been of 
utmost significance both 
to 
the 


Jewish people and the world at 
large throughout generations. 


Historically, Passover 
may 
be 


traced to the time when it was pri- 
marily a Spring 
festival. 
When 


Israel was a tiller of the soil in Pal- 
estine, the approach of Spring was 
an occasion of celebration, for it 
marked the reaping of the barley 
harvest. 
The first fruits of this 


harvest were brought to the Tem- 
ple at Jerusalem and were offered 
Ifcjere to God with great joy and 
"gladness. 


But a more profound symbolism 
was associated with Passover. 
It 


came to be marked as the anniver- 
sary of the liberation of the chil- 
dren of Israel from the yoke of 
Egyptian bondage, as depicted in 
the Book of Exodus, and as such, 
this Festival of Freedom wielded 
a significant influence upon the ca- 
rer of the Jewish people and upon 
the progress of mankind in gener- 
al. 


Children of Israel Enslaved. 


The Book of Exodus tells us that, 


fearing the growing power of the 
children of Israel, 
the 
Egyptian 
Pharaohs enslaved them and caus- 
ed them to build the mighty cities 
of Pi thorn and Rameses, inflict- 
ing upon them all the hardships of 
ancient slavery. "And the children 
of Israel sighed because of thrtir 
hard labor, and they cried, and 
their cry came up to God and He 
freed them." 


The cries of 
the 
downtrodden 


people were indeed heard; they re- 
echoed in the heart of a youth who 
arose from among the oppressed. 
As years passed and the affliction 
of Israel increased, Moses could nu 
longer restrain himself. Fired by 
a sense of righteousness, 
he ap- 


peared 
before Pharoah, saying: 


"Send forth my people!1' 


This cry of Moses became the 


cry of mankind 
throughout 
the 


ages of tyranny and oppression. To 
the present generation of Jews the 
significance of this epoch-making 
cry is twofold:, 
first/ 
liberation 


from physical 'oppression and ha- 
tred which are still current in sev- 
eral countries of the world; and 
secondly, liberation from spiritual 
bondage.
